: HEREAS it has been found by Sad and Preamble. 

Lamentable Experience, that Their Majeſtics 
Ships of War hitherto ordered to attend this Govern- 
ment, have not been ſo Serviccable to this Their Majeſties 
Iſland, in Cruiſing about the Coaſts thereof, as the Exi- 
gences of Their Subjects have from time to time required: 
The Enemies ſmall Crafts, Barque-Luengoes and nimble 
Veſſels, having from time to time Infeſted the remote Parts 
thereof, and Landed their Men, and made great Incur- 
ſions into the Country, and taken off, and catried away 
a very conſiderable Number of Slaves, and other Goods 
and Charrels of great Value, ar ſeveral times, from many 
of Their Majeſties good Subjects Inhabiting thereabour ; 
and may, if not timely prevented, deftroy and unſettle 
all the Plantations ſettled on, or near the Sea-Coaſts, round 
this Iſland, to the great Diſhonour of Their Majeſties, and 
utter Ruin of Their Subjects here :

AND whereas divers other Perſons being Diſabled 
by their Loſſes in the late Dreadful Earthquake, and 
other Misfortunes, to Pay their Debts to avoid the Suits 
and Proſecutions of their Creditors, have been likewiſe 
obliged to go off this land ; And by reaſon of the Offen- 
ces and Debts aforeſaid, cannot fafcly return again. And 
foraſmuch as nothing can more conduce to the Strength, 
Security , and Flouriſhing Condition of this Country, 
than Multitudes of People ; and that it is become - 
ſolutely neceſſary in Order thereunto, for purting the 
Ind in this time of War, into a Poſture 'of - Defence 
againſt che Enemy, to Invite and.
